And that 
all such have the poweris clearly proved, 
by the fact that the Saviour gave the keys 
to Peter, andtold him that whatever he 
bound or loosed on earth should be bound 
or loosed in heaven, 

ludulgences can ouly be granted to those 
who have, by penance, secured the remis- 
sion of eternal punishment; and they can | 
be granted even to such only fer a good 
cause or motive. Unlessthe cause or mo- 
tive isa good one, heaven doves not loose 
whatthe bishop looses. The causes or mo- 
tives deemed good are, “the doing of great 
works for the glory of God and the public 
benefit of the church, such as the propaga- 
tion of the Catholic faith, building church- 
And the way in which the 
bishop secures the remission of the tempo- 
ral punishment of the indulged one,—-he 
draws upon the satistaction of Christ and 
his saints,called*‘the treasure of the church,”’ 
and offers the draft to God, as an equivalent 
forthe punishment due to the individual !
